24th St.) and No-Se-No (40 Riv- 
ington St.) that focus on local 
bands, such as: the Cromags, 
Sacrilege, and Armed Citizens. 
Most New York bands have 
T-shirts for 54-56 and stickers for 
free. A good place to see some 
bands and hang out is the Sub¬ 
way, which is, believe it or not, in 
a subway (63rd Drive, Rego 
Park). They play good music to 
dance to (hardcore and punk) as 
does Danceteria, which is only S3 
most weeknights.
